Council Highlights - Decemher 13,2005

Most stores at this time of 
year are doing a little redeco¬ 
rating and redesigning for the 
holiday season to increase 
sales, and pharmacies are no 
different. But this week, most 
pharmacists aren’t hanging 
garland and wreaths to wel¬ 
come holiday shoppers, they 
are instead rearranging certain 
boxes of cold tablets, to deter 
illegal drug users from pur¬ 
chasing their stock. 

In an effort to make it more 
difficult to produce crystal 
methamphetamine, the Alberta 
government has passed an 
amendment to take the main 
ingredient, pseudoephedrine, 
off pharmacy shelves and put 
them behind the counter. 

The relatively cheap and 
easy to make street drug is pro¬ 
duced, in part, with cough and 
cold medicines containing ephe- 
drine and pseudoephedrine. It 
is also created using common 
household ingredients that can 
be found at local hardware 
stores, resulting in a rise of 
crystal meth labs. 

Greg Eberhart, registrar of 
the Alberta College of pharma¬ 
cists, said that 18 months ago, 
they recommended that phar¬ 
macists take steps to restrict 
access to these drugs that were 
available in pharmacies, but at 
the same time those same prod¬ 
ucts were available in many 
other commercial outlets 
throughout our communities. 

“It was one thing for phar¬ 
macists to be aware and deal 
with these from a professional 
perspective, accessibility and 
availability were still available 
in corner stores and gas sta¬ 
tions and the only way to ad¬ 
dress that was through an 
amendment to the regula¬ 
tions.” 

With the regulation change, 
Alberta joins British Columbia, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan in 
imposing greater restrictions 
on the sale of these ingredients. 

Iris Evans, health and 
wellness minister said that 


with all the western provinces 
now on board, we are able to 
make a unified push to control 
the production of crystal meth. 

“By restricting the sale of 
the main precursors of the 
drug, we hope to reduce the 
production and sale of this dan¬ 
gerous drug,” he said. “I think 
we’ve made the right move to 
continue our fight against crys¬ 
tal meth without unnecessar¬ 
ily limiting access to medica¬ 
tions that Albertans may legiti¬ 
mately need.” 

Eberhart said it is important 
to understand that although 
this is an important step to de¬ 
crease access to this drug, it is 
only a very small step in reduc¬ 
ing the numbers of users of the 
drug. 

He said this measure is more 
likely to decrease only the 
“mom and pop operations” 
which produces very small 
quantities, which is still a posi¬ 
tive start. 

“If we can even save one life 
it’s worth it,” he said, “It’s 
known that organized crime is 
getting it in large quantities 
through various means.” 

Crystal meth is a stimulant 
that affects the central nervous 
system. It is 10 times as pow¬ 
erful as regular speed, highly 
addictive and it can be fatal. It 
increases a person’s heart rate 
and pulse, making him or her 
feel more awake and alert. It 
can cause heart attack and 
stroke. 

Eberhart said pharmacies 
limit quantities sold to custom¬ 
ers to 3600 mg or less, or about 
60 tablets or so. 

“There’s little reason as to 
why an individual would need 
more than that and quite 
frankly if someone needs more 
than that there’s obvious ques¬ 
tions to be asked." 

Pharmacists at two of the 
Pharmacies in Olds, said the 
drugs with pseudoephedrine 
have been behind the counter 
for the last 18 months, and 
they would never sell more 
than a few boxes to each cus¬ 
tomer. 


• Council approved and 
amended Town of Didsbury Ten¬ 
dering and Purchasing Policy. It 
was amended to include updated 
information as well as provincial 
requirements. 

• A draft of a proposed sal¬ 
ary grid was presented to Coun¬ 
cil. Council had many questions 
concerning this proposal and will 
be meeting with Administration in 
January for further review of this 
and other budget items. 

• The Town of Didsbury cur¬ 
rently provides extended health 
care and Alberta Health Care ben¬ 
efits to full-time permanent employ¬ 
ees. Administration proposed to 
Council that the benefit plan be 
extended to employees who are 
permanent but work 80^ of full¬ 
time hours. Council has post¬ 
poned this item to the January 
budget discussion. 

• Council had approved the 
removal and replacement of some 
of the Northwest Poplar Trees in 
the Kinsmen Park in November 
2005. These trees had been im¬ 
properly topped and tipped several 
years ago and are becoming haz¬ 
ardous due to the internal rotting 
within the trunk and branches, 
as well as their increasing nega¬ 
tive impact on adjacent neighbours 
as they grow ever larger. The 
trees will be replaced in the spring 
with a variety of more appropri¬ 
ate trees for the area, and ongo¬ 
ing removal and replacement is 
planned. Delegation - Deborah 
Whitmore spoke to Council re¬ 
garding the trees being removed 
in the park. Darlene Morton, 
Arborist Instructor at Olds Col¬ 
lege also spoke to Council regard¬ 
ing the practice and causes of tip¬ 
ping and topping trees. Council, 
staff and the gallery were informed 
about the inappropriateness and 
future risks of having such large 
and root invasive trees so close to 
our roads, sidewalks and under¬ 
ground pipes, even if they were not 
rotting from the inside out. One 
such tree in the middle of the park 
could have been an asset, but the 
damaged monoculture of too 
many of the wrong trees in the 
wrong place needs to be corrected 
for the long term protection and 
benefit of the Town. 


• Rate Bylaw 05-12 was 
passed, incorporating all rates, 
fees, fines and charges into one 
bylaw. Regular review and moni¬ 
toring of all rates, fees, fines and 
charges can now be accomplished 
by changing just this one bylaw, 
instead of every affected Bylaw. 

• An updated Cemetery By¬ 
law 05-13 was passed unani¬ 
mously. 

• Council approved Borrow¬ 
ing Bylaw 05-14 unanimously to 
obtain an interest free loan un¬ 
der the Alberta government pro¬ 
gram called ME First to purchase 
a chiller and monitoring system 
for the arena. This program 
helps Alberta Municipalities 
achieve energy savings, reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions and or 
replace conventional energy with 
renewable or alternative sources 
in their operations. 

• The Didsbury Municipal 
Library Board asked for approval 
to increase its Trustees from eight 
(8) to ten (10) members. 
Didsbury Municipal Library 
Board Bylaw 05-15 was passed 
unanimously to include this 
change. 

• Council authorized the as¬ 
signment of the original agree¬ 
ment for Phase 2 of the 
Meadowview Subdivision subject 
to adherence to the conditions of 
the original agreement. This 
agreement was originally made 
with CLT Homes, who have since 
sold the lots in Phase 2 to 
Silverstone Homes. 

• Concerns were presented 
pros and cons regarding the en¬ 
forcement of the 11 year old 2- 
hour parking limit in the down¬ 
town area, and the possibility of 
a purchased parking pass. So far, 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
the majority of businesses are 
seeing a benefit to having more 
customers able to come and go 
near their business. Administra¬ 
tion is looking at providing more 
public parking. 

• Prior to the Council Meet¬ 
ing, a Public Meeting regarding 
the Cat Bylaw 05-10 was held. 


Residents who were in attendance 
all spoke in favour of the proposed 
bylaw. Council also had a sum¬ 
mary of all previous input. 

• Family and Community 
Support Services (FCSS) proposed 
to Council that a mandatory 
Fundraising/Grant Sourcing 
Seminar be put on for all groups 
funded under FCSS. The FCSS 
Board felt this initiative would be 
an excellent way to educate the 
groups on how to effectively raise 
funds and find other sources of 
grant funding to better support 
their programs financially. Coun¬ 
cil approved this proposal. 

• Council approved the ap¬ 
pointment of Ms. Marilyn Logan 
as Trustee and Laura Dent as au¬ 
ditor for the Didsbury Municipal 
Library Board. 

• Council approved the imple¬ 
mentation of an Incentive Letter 
mail program with Canada Post. 
This initiative will help the Town 
of Didsbury save money in post¬ 
age for bulk mailings of over 500 
pieces such as monthly utility bills 
and yearly taxes. 

• Council approved an FCSS 
Board proposal to transfer 
$3,400.00 from a youth leadership 
Reserve Account that was can¬ 
celled in 1999 to be used for lead¬ 
ership type programs in Didsbury 
Schools. 

• Council approved providing 
the Christmas Helpers Hamper 
program with 100 one time Fhm- 
ily Pool Passes. 

• Council received informa¬ 
tion on the proposed Centennial 
Trail Committee. Council also 
approved that the remainder of the 
Centennial grant go toward the 
purchase of a John Deere Gator, 
and benches and garbage cans for 
the pathway in the Memorial Park 
area. 

• Director of Planning and 
Development, Robert Wigg spoke 
to Council about Chinook’s Edge’s 
plans to develop the surrounding 
green space and to connect with 
the future pathway system at the 
Didsbury High School’s new loca¬ 
tion on 15th Avenue.

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Alberta Hip and Knee 
Replacement Project reduces 


An interim report finds that 
during the first eight months of 
the Alberta Hip and Knee Re¬ 
placement Project, the new care 
pathway has met its goal to en¬ 
sure patients receive surgery 
within four months of initial 
consultation. 

“I am pleased this pilot is 
showing success in reducing 
wait times and improving qual¬ 
ity of care for Albertans,” said 
Iris Evans, Minister of Health 
and Wellness. “This clearly dem¬ 
onstrates that health care pro¬ 
viders and administrators can 
come together to deliver inno¬ 
vative solutions to improve ac¬ 
cess to services.” 

After eight months, the high¬ 
lights of the interim report on 
this research include: 

• Decreased wait time to 
receive first orthopaedic con¬ 
sult: from 35 weeks to six weeks. 

• Decreased wait time from 
first orthopaedic consult to sur¬ 
gery: from 47 weeks to 4.7 
weeks. 

• Decreased length of stay 
in hospital: from 6.2 days to 4.3 
days.

• Satisfaction among pa¬ 
tients and physicians surveyed 
with care provided. 

“The model and pilot goal 
has always been to find a way 
to improve how Albertans re¬ 
ceive bone and joint health 
care,” said Dr. Ron Zernicke, 
Executive Director of the Alberta 
Bone and Joint Health Institute. 
“It’s extremely satisfying to see 
from the interim research report 
that we’re both decreasing wait 
times and increasing the qual¬ 
ity of the patient experience.” 

“This model was developed 
with health care professionals 
from across the province in the 
belief it would improve bone and 
joint health care and serve as a 
model for others,” said Dr. Cy 
Frank, Co-Chair of the Institute 
and one of the model’s archi¬ 
tects. “The government made a 
courageous decision to advance 
this model to a pilot state. Its 
investment and leadership in the 
evaluation of this model is pro¬ 
viding evidence that improve¬ 
ments to the health care system 
are achievable.” 

The new process includes the 


introduction of central assess¬ 
ment clinics, where patients who 
may require orthopedic surgery 
are examined by a team of 
health professionals in one visit. 
During the pilot, the goal is to 
see patients at the clinic within 
17 days of a family physician re¬ 
ferral. The new care path also 
includes more involvement by 
primary care physicians to help 
prepare patients for surgery and 
care for them following their pro¬ 
cedure. 

The province provided fund¬ 
ing to support an additional 
1,200 hip and knee surgeries 
during the project. As of Novem¬ 
ber 23, 180 replacements have 
been completed in Calgary, 277 
in Capital and 69 in David 
Thompson health regions. 

The project is a collaboration 
between the Alberta government, 
the Alberta Bone and Joint Health 
Institute, Capital, Calgary and 
David Thompson health regions, 
the Alberta Medical Association 
and the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. A formal evaluation of 
the program is ongoing and the 
pilot will conclude in April 2006.

were trying to get away from large 
trees in order to avoid the expense 
of maintaining them. He also said 
that the trees being planted would 
be very small as Larger ones were 
too expensive. I pointed out to him 
that this increased the risk of the 
trees being lost to vandalism. He 
stated that Council realized this 
but it was a risk they were will¬ 
ing to take. 

I asked Mr. Davidson if, since 
roots were the declared reason for 
removing the trees, the park was 
going to be completely rebuilt be¬ 
cause removing the trees would 
not impact the roots, which spread 
all over the park. I do not recall 
his response to this. 

During our conversation we 
also discussed the fact the trees in 
Kinsmen Park could have sur¬ 
vived another 50 years and that 
pruning could have been put off 
for another 4 years. This would 
have allowed time for budgeting 
and a pruning program to be de¬ 
veloped and implemented. I 
pointed out that the money now 
being used to remove these trees 
could have been put to better use 
to fill some pot holes in our roads, 
fix some sidewalks that are in hor¬ 
rible condition or to remove trees 
that had already been deemed haz¬ 
ardous. Just because an election 
happens and Council changes 
does not mean that projects and 
programs that have already been 
created and paid for by the tax¬ 
payers should be “lost” in the proc¬ 
ess of changing our politicians. I 
also stated that there should have 
been a forum with the people who 
live adjacent to the park and the 
users of the park. 

Five years ago there was a com¬ 
pleted Adopt-A-Park program de¬ 
veloped in order to save 
greenspace maintenance costs and 
foster community stewardship. 
The saving that could have been 
realized with such a program 
would have served to provide fund¬ 
ing for proper pruning mainte¬ 
nance of the trees now being so 
irresponsibly removed. However, 


At that time a plan to remove 
and replace the trees over a 5-year 
period was created. The worst 8 
of the 40+ trees were removed 
that year and the trees that could 
benefit from some maintenance 
measures such as cable-and-brac- 
ing in order to increase the time 
they could remain standing, was 
completed. For some reason that 
is as yet unexplained, the hazard 
assessment that was paid for us¬ 
ing tax dollars, has somehow been 
“lost”. At about this same time, I 
had another tree company take a 
look at the trees in Kinsmen Park. 
It was determined that due to poor 
pruning and maintenance prac¬ 
tices in the past, these trees were 
in need of some work but not nec¬ 
essarily unhealthy. A plan to per¬ 
form rehabilitative pruning over 
a period of time was set up in or¬ 
der to bring these trees back to a 
state of sound structure. 

During my meeting with 
Councilor Davidson, he told me 
that there had been complaints 
about the south perimeter trees 
of Kinsmen Park and that as far 
as he knew those were the only 
ones being removed. He stated to 
me that the main reason for this 
was because of the shallow root 
systems and insufficient funds to 
properly maintain the trees. I in¬ 
formed Mr. Davidson that all the 
north perimeter trees had been 
taken down, some of the east pe¬ 
rimeter trees and work on the 
south trees was only just begin¬ 
ning. He seemed surprised at this 
and said that it was his under¬ 
standing that just the south trees 
were being removed. 

A while later during our con¬ 
versation he stated that he 
thought that perhaps the motion 
of council had been to remove as 
many trees as finances would al¬ 
low. He did state that the trees 
were going to be replaced with 
trees such as Mountain Ash. I 
pointed out to him that trees of 
this stature would not provide 
nice shade, and Councilor 
Davidson responded by saying they

CESD Board learns 
about the Influenza 
Pandemic

People all over the 
world will be affected 
by the Influenza Pan¬ 
demic that health offi¬ 
cials say is coming, so 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) is al¬ 
ready preparing by in¬ 
viting health inspector 
Darren Barber from the 
David Thompson 
Health Region, to in¬ 
form the Board what 
this Pandemic will 
mean for their stu¬ 
dents. 

Barber started his 
presentation by ex¬ 
plaining the difference 
between influenza and 
pandemic influenza. 
According to Barber 
influenza disease char¬ 
acteristics include; res¬ 
piratory symptoms 
such as congestion, 
sore throat and cough; 
CNS symptoms such as 
fever, headache and 
chills; moderately to 
generally severe in 
population; acute 
symptoms last seven to 
10 days; recovery may 
be slow, and malaise 
may persist for weeks; 
increased susceptibil¬ 
ity to other illness; eld¬ 
erly and immuno-com- 
promised are most sus¬ 
ceptible; and morbidity 
associated with compli¬ 
cations. 

The virus source is 
water fowl to poultry to 
pigs to people. The vi¬ 


and death common. 
There is no immunity 
and no vaccine. 

In 1918 the Spanish 
Flu hit, and killed 
50,000,000 worldwide, 
in 1957 the Asian Flu 
hit and killed 7,000,000 
people worldwide, and 
then in 1968 the Hong 
Kong Flu hit killing 
3,000,000 worldwide. 

“We are very con¬ 
cerned because the vi¬ 
rus coming looks simi¬ 
lar to the one from 
1918,” said Barber. 

Barber says it is ex¬ 
pected 60% of the popu¬ 
lation will be infected 
by the pandemic, 6.5 to 
16.5% will seek medi¬ 
cal attention, 0.1 to 
0.3% will be hospital¬ 
ized, and 0.03 to 0.12% 
will die. 

The impact the pan¬ 
demic will have on the 
work force is a concern 
for health officials, 
who estimate one-third 
of the population will 
be ill to the point of 
bedridden, and absen¬ 
teeism will be higher 
because family mem¬ 
bers will stay home to 
care for loved ones. The 
concerns are especially 
for the staff in critical 
or skilled positions 
that cannot be easily 
replaced. All geographi¬ 
cal areas will be in the 
same position, so the 
aide and support from 
other places will not be 


available. 

“This will all happen 
in a six to 12 week pe¬ 
riod,” said Barber. “If 
it was spread out over 
a year we could handle 
it, but it is all very 
compressed.” 

Barber explained 
that they are starting 
to prepare now because 
these pandemic have a 
20 to 40 year cycle 
through recorded his¬ 
tory, and the last true 
pandemic occurred in 
1968. It is expected to 
show up any time in 
the next 5 to 10 years. 

“We cannot prevent 
it, and we cannot pre¬ 
pare for it,” said Bar¬ 
ber. “We can promote 
awareness that it is 
coming.” 

The impact the pan¬ 
demic will have on 
CESD is high absen¬ 
tees, for staff and stu¬ 
dents due to both ill¬ 
ness and fear. 

“You are going to 
have to deal with the 
absentees from the staff 
and students,” said 
Barber. “A decision to 
close the schools has to 
be a provincial one, we 
cannot close some, and 
leave others open. Your 
job will be to maintain 
normal operations, pro¬ 
vide information to stu¬ 
dents and parents, and 
collaborate in the decision 
whether schools should be 
closed, or left open.”

The Rosebud Run Sleddog 
Classic is only weeks away, 
and John Bates, Trail Boss, 
has been very busy planning 
the trail for the big event. 

“It starts across the road 
from the Zion church and 
winds across the creek 
through some land,’ said 
Bates. “It comes back across 
the creek, it goes across the 
creek four times actually, 
under the bridge, and up to 
the old highway. It then 
swings north, east, and back 
south in a big loop, and then 


back to flat. It then goes 
onto the creek bed, and back 
to the finish line.” 

Bates has been running 
dogs for the past 18 years, 
so he is very comfortable 
making this trail. 

“It would be more simple 
if it were three feet wide, 
but it needs to be wide 
enough for teams to pass 
each other,” said Bates. “I 
am making it six feet wide, 
except on the rough turns it 
is only three feet.” 

Bates started on the trail 


last April, then had to stop 
over the summer until farm¬ 
er’s crops came off, then he 
started back up again. He 
needed to contact many dif¬ 
ferent people to get permis¬ 
sion to go under the bridge, 
cross the creek, and cut 
down fences. 

“It is all flagged every 
100-150 feet, and where 
there is a turn in the trail, 
I put a snow fence up,” said 
Bates. “I drove all the posts 
in, but I had to wait to do 
that until there was ice.” 


Bates still needs to put up 
more flags, and has 1000 
feet more of snow fence to 
put up. Bates is doing all 
this work as a volunteer. 

“There are a lot of people 
doing a lot of work,” said 
Bates. “I figure I got the 
easy part.” 

Closer to the race day 
Bates will have to pack the 
trail with snow machines, 
with the help of a few other 
guys, and then he is fin¬ 
ished. That is the making 
of a trail!

Sled Doggin’ Definitions 


or square. Also called a Drive Bow. 

Handler - An assistant who 
helps to harness and hold dogs at 
the start. Also does chores at the 
dog yard. 

Harness Banging When an 
excited dog leaps against his har¬ 
ness trying to start the sled. 

Holding Area The area at a 
race where the dogs are organized 
and harnessed prior to the race 
start. 

Hot Wax - just like skiing - 
wax is put on the sled runners to 
improve glide and decrease fric¬ 
tion. 

Neekline - The line running 
from the towline to the dog’s col¬ 
lar to keep him from turning 
around or swinging out of line. 

Necklining - When a dog is 
dragging - pulling against the 
neckline. 

Pedaling - the driver stands 
on the sled runner on one foot and 
kicks the other foot on the ground 
to take the weight off the team. 

Ski-joring - running sled dogs 
on skis instead of with a sled. 

Snow Anchor Also called a 
snow hook, it is used to stop the 
sled and to keep it stopped. 


Basket Sled - A sled with an 
elevated basket set up on stan¬ 
chions - as opposed to a flat bot¬ 
tomed toboggan. 

Break Out - To start a sled 
moving forward or to loosen a sled 
that has been standing on snow 
long enough for the runners to 
freeze to the surface. 

Bridle - the rope rigging of a 
sled to which the towline attached. 

Brush Bow 7 - A curved bow at¬ 
tached to the front of the sled, it 
deflects off' trees and other obsta¬ 
cles to prevent breakage or a sud¬ 
den stop. 

Chute - The fenced in area at 
the start of a race that guides the 
dogs onto the right trail and keeps 
spectators clear. 

Double Neckline - A short 
line with a snap on each end which 
connects to the collar of each 
leader. Used when running a dou¬ 
ble lead. 

Gangline - A stake-out line 
with individual drops used for 
picketing dogs temporarily. Same 
as a towline. 

Handlebow - The upright han¬ 
dle at the back of a sled that the

Christmas Reflection 


“The light shines in 
the darkness , and 
the darkness did 
not overcome it” 
(John 1:5).

As I sit down to write this reflec¬ 
tion, I am reminded of all the twin¬ 
kling lights of every colour in the 
rainbow that decorate the streets of 
Didsbury. And how appropriate, that 
during the darkest season of the year 



we bring out the lights and celebrate 
the light that came into the world in 
the infant born in Bethlehem. How 
blessed we are to have homes to deco¬ 
rate, and a few extra dollars to afford 
the lights and decorations. Through¬ 
out the world, people are preparing 
in their own traditions to celebrate 
the birth of Christ, and while the en¬ 
thusiasm and faithfulness of people in 
our community shines like their 
Christmas lights, my mind wanders 
to think of how others in the world 
are celebrating this season. 

In Mexico, Christians celebrate Las 
Posadas n seven nightly candlelight 
processions that reenact the journey 
to Bethlehem and shelter Mary and 


Joseph struggled to search for. Go¬ 
ing from house to house, members of 
the procession sing songs and beg to 
come in, but are turned away. Only 
on the last night are they invited in 
to homes to sing and eat around the 
manger scene. 

In Ireland, people place lit candles 
in their windows to guide the jour¬ 
ney of the Holy Family and anyone 
else who might find themselves out in 
the cold. In other areas of the North¬ 
ern Hemisphere, bonfires are lit and 
other forms of light are used as the 
centre pieces for family and commu¬ 
nity gatherings. And yet if we flip to 
the Southern Hemisphere, where it is 
warm and light, people still gather. 


But in places such as New Zealand 
and Australia people gather with can¬ 
dlelight on the beaches and in parks 
to sing carols. 

Mary and Joseph faced darkness in 
our Christmas story. Mary struggled 
to explain her sudden pregnancy. 
Joseph questioned his place in the 
events and the embarrassment of won¬ 
dering what the neighbours were 
thinking. Together the couple faced 
homelessness and exhaustion after 
their required journey. And they 
would have been filled with unan¬ 
swered questions as to why this spe¬ 
cial baby was to be born in a place 
suited only for farm animals. 

But Mary and Joseph trusted. They 
trusted in God’s presence with them, 
and indeed light shone in their dark¬ 
ness. 

Regardless of your traditions or the 
ways you choose to participate in this 
season, I pray that light will find its 
way into your darkness. May illness 
be overcome with healing and whole¬ 
ness. May the busyness of the sea¬ 
son be calmed with the Spirit’s gen¬ 
tle ways and quiet moments of reflec¬ 
tion. May strained relationships be 
comforted with warm hearts and a 
caring smile. May struggles at work 
or the insecurity of employment be 
eased with ways of justice and peace 
for all.

A Christmas Recipe 


It’s Christmas at our house and 
my wife is hard at it planning and 
baking (I especially enjoy that part). 
Christmas is a time of frenzied ac¬ 
tivity, of banquets, programs, par¬ 
ties, services, shopping, cooking, 
baking, cleaning, and hanging the 
lights. Isn’t Christmas supposed to 
be peaceful, happy, and joyous? Why 
do many struggle with depression, 
the “blues,” broken dreams, broken 
relationships and loneliness at a 
time when there’s supposed to be 
hope, family and happiness. Con¬ 
sumerism plagues our society at 
Christmas and we’ve twisted this 
season into an excuse for material¬ 
ism. How do we restore Christmas 
to its original intent? Just like 
Christmas baking you need the 
right ingredients and the ones nec¬ 
essary for a good Christmas are: 

1. 1 Cup of Giving - Remember 
what God gave to us at Christmas, 
Jesus - who gave His life for our sin. 
Why don’t we give to Christ like the 
Wise Men did?

Our lives do 
not consist in an abundance of pos¬ 
sessions (Luke 12:15). The solution 
is to concentrate on the blessings 
we already have not our wants! To 
be “content with such things as we 
have” (Heb. 13:5) and learn that 
“godliness with contentment is 
great gain” and “if we have food 
and clothing, we will be content 
with that.” (1 Tim. 6:6,8). 

3. 1 Lb. Of Simplicity - Per¬ 
haps we lack peace, joy, content¬ 
ment and love because we lack sim¬ 
plicity in our lives. Our lives are 
complex and busy with work, with 
all those gadgets, conveniences, ex¬ 
pensive houses, cars and toys not 
to mention pointless activities. We 
don’t have time for our spouse, our 
family, or even God. We need to sim¬ 
plify our lives, get rid of junk or 
pointless activity instead of accumu¬ 
lating more. Could we spend more 
time with our family and spouse, 
instead of at the office, the rink, in 
front of the TV or X-box or in so 
much senseless activity like a ham¬ 


ster on a wheel running but going 
nowhere. 

4. % Cups Gratitude - In 

Charlie and the Chocolate Factory 
you notice that Charlie was a grate¬ 
ful kid. Even though he didn’t have 
much he was thankful. He con¬ 
trasted greatly with the spoiled rot¬ 
ten brats that toured the factory 
with him. There is nothing worse 
than an ingrate (an ungrateful per¬ 
son). How come there are so many 
spoiled children and adults in this 
world? Is the solution to give them 
more? No! The solution is to help 
people to say thank you, to count 
their many blessings instead of 
counting all the things that they 
don’t have! 

5 . Sprinkle With Love - And the 

greatest of these is love. Love is a 
decision not something you “feel”. 
You make a decision to love the peo¬ 
ple around you every day. The peo¬ 
ple around you need to be loved - 
and you must choose to love them 
(especially when they are unlov¬ 
able!).

QUESTION: Help! I’m the mother of two sons, and I 
feel as if I’ve been thrust into a strange new world. Are 
boys always so rough? Sometimes the noise level in our 
house is more than I can take! Is this normal? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ve got both good and bad news for you 

— it is normal, so you’d better get used to it and learn to 
cope! One of my colleagues, Dr. Tim Irwin, once shared 
his observation that women who have not grown up with 
brothers are often shocked by the sheer physicality of boys 

— by the sights and sounds and smells they generate. 
Some, like you, admit they are completely “clueless” in 
knowing how to deal with them. 

One obvious suggestion is to help boys release their 
excess energy by getting them involved in activities where 
fighting, laughing, running, tumbling and yelling are ac¬ 
ceptable. Soccer, karate. Little League and football are a 
few possibilities. Moms also need to keep boys’ little minds 
and hands busy. It’s in their best interest to do so. 

My father once said about our energetic toddler, “If you 
let that kid get bored, you deserve what he’s going to do 
to you.” Shirley’s stepfather, who has a South Dakota 
accent, once said after baby-sitting our kids for a week, 
“Oh, der good kids. You just gotta keep 'em out in da 
open.” Good advice! 


Question: You’ve often said that boys and men are 
usually not natural communicators. Boy, does that de¬ 
scribe the “men” in my life! What can I do to keep every¬ 
one talking to one another? 

DR. DOBSON: Every family needs at least one highly 
communicative person in the home, and it looks like you 
are the one. Many boys are inclined to bottle up whatever 
frustration they are carrying inside. Unless you take the 
initiative to pull them out, some of them may withdraw 
within themselves and stay there emotionally. I urge you 
to do whatever is required to get into your son’s world. 
Keep talking and exploring and teaching. Communication 
is the goal. Everything depends on it. 

In 1991, Saddam Hussein and his Iraqi army in¬ 
vaded the tiny, oil-rich country of Kuwait and subjected 
its people to terrible brutality. Their troops were poised 
to attack Saudi Arabia and thereby control half the 
world’s oil supply. President George H. Bush demanded 
repeatedly that Hussein withdraw his forces, but he stub¬ 
bornly refused. Thus, on Jan. 17 of that year, Operation 
Desert Storm was launched. Several hundred thousand 
allied troops attacked the Iraqi army from land, sea and 
air. What do you think was the first objective of the bat¬ 
tle? 

You might expect it to have been Saddam’s tanks, 
or his planes, or his frontline soldiers. Instead, the allies 
destroyed the Iraqis’ communication network. Stealth 
bombers smashed it with smart bombs and other weap¬ 
ons. In so doing, our forces interfered with the ability of 
the Iraqi generals to talk to each other. They had no way 
to coordinate their effort or direct the movements of their 
army. The war ended a few weeks later. 

What happened in Desert Storm has direct relevance 
for families. When the communicative link between mem¬ 
bers breaks down, they become disorganized and distant 
from each other. If husbands and wives stop talking to 
each other, or if parents and children grow silent, they 
slip into misunderstanding and resentment. Steel-rein- 
forced barriers are erected, and anger prevails. For many 
families, this is the beginning of the end. 

Let me urge all mothers to talk regularly to their 
sons (and, of course, to every other member of the fam¬ 
ily). It is a skill that can be taught. Work hard at keeping 
the lines of communication open and clear. Explore what 
your children and your spouse are thinking and feeling. 
Target your boys, especially, because they may be con¬ 
cealing a cauldron of emotion. When you sense a closed 
spirit developing, don’t let another day go by without bring¬ 
ing hidden feelings out in the open. It’s the first principle 
of healthy family life.

Trees

Size and price are the two main considerations Carole Durstling, 
parent leader for the Silver Sage Riders 4H club, said people have 
when choosing a tree. 

“The first thing we ask them is, How much space do you have?” 
said Durstling Tuesday afternoon while volunteering at the tree 
lot set up in the Coop parking lot. “Then we ask what kind of price 
they’re willing to pay.” 

This was the first year the Silver Sage Riders joined with the 
Ropers & Riders 4H club to sell Christmas trees as a fundraising 
project and it has proven a successful one. 

“The girls are having fun,” said Durstling. “This is one of our 
biggest fundraisers.” 

Choosing a natural Christmas tree can be tricky. The trees with 
small needles and space between the branches are easier to deco¬ 
rate. The tree should look fresh, have good color and be pliable. 

“When they take the tree home they should cut a couple of inches 
off the bottom,” said Durstling. This will allow the tree to absorb 
water as soon as it’s set in the stand. 

“This will prolong its life, freshness and smell.” 

Frequently filling the waterwell in the tree stand will prevent 
the tree from drying out.

Alberta Centennial Tips for a fire-safe holiday 


Candles 

• Never leave candles unattended. 

• Do not buy or use novelty candles 
that pose a potential fire hazard. Candles 
surrounded by flammable paint, paper, dried 
flowers or a breakable container are not 
safe. 

• Cut the candlewick short to prevent 
a high flame. Put the candle out if the flame 
becomes unusually large. 

• Snuff candles out before going to 
sleep and when festivities are over. 

• Never use lit candles to decorate a 
Clristmas tree. 

• Keep lit candles away from decora¬ 
tions, curtains, clothing and spray from 
aerosol cans. 

• Never leave children or pets alone 
in a room with lit candles. 

• Never let candles bum down to the 
bottom. 


Christmas Trees 

• Ensure your artificial tree is “fire 
resistant.” 

• Ensure your live tree is fresh and 
moist at all times. Cut the stalk at an angle 
and keep the tree well watered. Falling nee¬ 
dles indicate a dry, highly flammable tree. 

• Set up live and artificial trees away 
from fireplaces, heaters and other heat 
sources and ensure the tree is not blocking 
an exit. 

Lighting 

• Indoors or outdoors, use only lights 
that have been tested and labeled by a rec¬ 
ognized testing agency such as the ULC or 
CSA. 

• Inspect holiday lights yearly for bro¬ 
ken or cracked sockets, frayed or bare wires, 
or loose connections and throw out dam¬ 
aged sets. 

• If using extension cords, make sure 


they are rated for the intended use and in 
good condition 

• Do not overload electrical circuits 
or extension cords. 

• Never place furniture or other ob¬ 
jects, such as mgs, over electrical cords. If 
electrical cords are covered any damage they 
sustain can go unnoticed. 

Holiday Entertaining 

• Never leave your cooking unat¬ 
tended. Unattended cooking is the leading 
cause of home fires. 

• Provide smokers with large, deep 
ashtrays and check the ashtrays frequently. 
Douse butts completely in water before dis¬ 
carding. 

• Keep matches and lighters up high 
and out of the sight and reach of children. 

• Test your smoke alarms and explain 
your fire escape plan to your guests. 

• Do not smoke in bed.
